W ASHINGTON, August 19.—The article 
from Freeman’s Journal to the effect that 
the Spanish government, in return for 
securing the recognition of the republic 
by European powers, has agreed to cede 
the Island of Porto Rico to Germany, 
occasions comment in all quarters, but 
there is no source here at present from 
from to obtain official information con- 
cerning the subject, either confirmatory 
or contradictory of fhe startling an- 
nouncement. It is knewn, however, that 
a report existed a year or more ago, that 
Germany was seeking to obtain posses- 
sion of a Spanish West India Island 
and though the report, which 
was confined to a small official 
circle, was regard as mMvolving no 
serious consequences, it Was soon appa- 
rently forgotten. All that can now be 
said with certainty is that the executive 
department of our government is not in- 
attentive to this matter, and that both 
Caleb Cushing at Madrid, and J. Ban- 
croft Davis at Berlin, haev this subject on 
their memoranda of instruction, and will 
not fail at the proper time to report to 
those governments the position of the ad- 
ministration, as heretofo ore privately and 
officially expressed by President Grant 
himself, and also through the Secre- 
tary of State, in maintenance 


of the Monroe doctrine.

The negro 
further states that the propeller picked 
up the two survivors and carried them to 
Philadelphia, and he (the negro) had start- 
ed to walk home.

The following address to the negroes 
was found posted, in manuscript, ina 
conspicuous piace in Girard, yesterday 
morning. We copy it verbatin. We 
were at “first very hopeful that it was only 
a hoax (though a reprehensible oue) 
played off by some thoughtless white 
—— to getup a sensation. But we 
earn that those better acquainted with 
the talk and conduct of the negroes than 
we are regard it more seriously. What- 
ever may ‘have been the spirit that actu- 
ated it, we have thought best to give it 
publicity, so as to put people on. their 

watch and guard. 

With the circumstances of the first 
shooting case referred to, we ae not fa- 
miliar. We have only heard that Mr. 
whe. St and the negro had a difficulty, 
and F. shot him, inflicting only a 
trifling wound. Of course, if Mr. F. 
was in the wrong, the negro has his re- 
dress in 2 court of law, and has only to 
proceed in the proper manner. 

We are better informed as to the charge 
against Henry Murray, He is one of the 
very best colored men in the county— 
honest, intelligent, industrious and thrif- 
ty. He soon saw that he could make 
nothing farming unless he put a stop to 
the depredations committed on his fields, 
and on two occasions he had to shoot 
freedmen in his corn field. The first 
time he onl y oe a negro who had 
gathered my ofcorn. The next time, 
without intending so fatal a result, he 
shot with a pistol, at long range, at a ne- 
gro running through his field, and killed 
him. But this case was fully investiga- 
ted by the grand jury of Russell county, 
and that body properly refused to find a 
true bill. So he stands fully acquitted 
by the law, and every one who wishes 
to maintain the right of every man to 
protect himself from tresspass and rob- 
bery acquiesces in the action of the grand 
jury, though many may regret that the 
shot proved fatal. 


We have only toadd that the negrocs 
will bring trouble upon themselves by any 
attempt to carry out the threats of this

At the 
last session the Committee on Transpor- 
tation recommended unanimously that 
$35,000,000 should be appropriated to 
the canal if the location was favorable, 
and that five millions more be appropri- 
ated to cleaning out the rivers which it 
connects, making in all forty millions of 
dollars to this important work. Thesum 
seems large, but the same committee de- 
clare “‘that it is insignificant when com- 
pared with the financial results which will 
flow from the construction of this canal.”

As you are aware, there lins been some 
delay occasioned by the failure of the 
county school cominissioncrs of certain 
counties to make their returns of the 
enumeration of school population in 
proper time. On the Ist instant, thirty- 
two commissioners were delinquent; and 
even now returns have net been reecived 
from the following eleven counties, viz: 
Bryan, Charlton, Coffee, Dade, Fayette, 
Floyd, Jefferson, McIntosh, White, Wil- 
cox and Wilkes. 

I making the apportionment, I have 
used for the counties named, the figures 
which constituted tie basis of the appor- 
tionment of last year.

DEPARTMENT OF EDUCATION, }

C. 8S. C(.: Dear Sir—The amount of the 
State school funi apportioned this year is 
$265,000. The paper containing the appor- 
tionment was laid before the Governor on 
the 30th of July. The law requires the ap- 
portionment to be made “‘by the Ist of July, 
or as soon thereafter as. practicable.’’ The 
returns of the enumeration of the school 
am eyeye as you are aware, were required 
to be in this office by the 15th of June. On 
the Ist of July the returns from thirty-two 
counties had not been received. ‘The ap- 
portionment, which the law requires to be 
made upon the basis of school population, 
} was thus delayed for some time; and, even 
at the time it was made, eleven counties 
were still behind with their enumeration 
returns. By direction of the Governor, I 
now give notice of the apportionment. ‘the 

quota of your county is $—-—. 

The general school law makes the county 
school commissioner the custodian of the 
school fund for the county. This provision 
of law is of universal application throuchout 
the State, except in the counties of Chat- 
ham, Bibb, Glynn and Richmond, and in 
the cities of Atlanta and Coluinbns. 

I would remind you that in order to re- 
ceive the fund vont county board of educa- 
tion must first have senpiian with the con- 
dition precedent prescribed in seetion 28 of 
the law. I suggest the following form as 
complying in full with that condition: 

‘I hereby eertify that the board of edu- 
cation of county has made arrange- 
ments for continuing primary schools, free 
to all,in operation for three months of this 
ear throughout the entire county, accord-

No one can fore- 
sce that a teacher will comply with his 
contract; nor can the amount dus him be 
ascertained till the average attendance 
upon all the schools of Lis sub-district has 
been reported. 

From the several statements made above, 
it will be seen that in most of the counties 
it will be sometime yet before the school 
fund can be safely disbursed by the county 
school commissioners. I carnestly repeat 
the advice given to the commissioners last 
year, not to draw their counties’ quota till 
near the time of paying out A wise man; 
will not be willing to keep funds in his 
hands long when he receives no compensa- 
tion for the risk of holding. Study the law 
and the instructions, and keep within the 
clearly detined limits of duty. 

I hereby instruct you to procure from the 
clerk of the Superior Court a certified copy, 
under seal, of the action taken by the grand 
jury on the debt of 1571, and to forward the 
same to be filed in this office, and also to 
transmit, over your own Official signature, 
the action of your board of education in re- 
lation to sealing the old claims of that year.

NEW York, August 19.—Members of 
the Plymouth investigating committee 
yesterday said the report would be in 
Boecher’s favor, but would not be parti- 
san. It is probable therefore that though 
the Piymouth pastor may be entirely 
exonerated from the offense charged by 
Tilton, he will be censured in some dehi- 
cate manuer for his indiscretion in sev- 
eral points connected with the case. 
When the report is published the names 
of several lady witnesses will be with- 
held, although their testimony will be 
given, [It was on this condition of secrecy 
alone that they gave testimony. A large 
proportion of the members of Plymouth 
church are exultant over Beecher’s ex- 
pected vindication, “and proposals have 
been made to increase his salary ten 
thousand dollars aud build him a new 
church. As Beecher has refused the in- 
creased salary the first plan will not be 
carried out, but the latter may. Many 
of his congregation say Beecher is too 
strong man to stop preaching, and Ply- 
mouth church would not let him go even 
if Tilton had convicted him. Itis hinted 
that Moulton’s forthcoming statement 
is just as likely to militate against Tilton 
as Beecher. 

A Boston ‘special to the Times says; 
Moulton, Beecher and James Redhath 
held a consultation yesterday, after 
Which it was stated by Redath that 
Moulton declared he would vindicate his 
own character in a few days. He denies 
blackmail, but didn’t speak unkindly of 
Beecher. 

It now turns out now that all the rumors 
lately of the compromise were based on 
an effort made by Mr. William C. Kings- 
ley, a prominent Brooklyn politician, to 
settle the matter and protect Moulton, 
Who is associated in the Brooklyn bridge 
directory with him. 

Tilton says Kingsley offered him 
$20,000 to compromise the case. This 
offer was not in Beecher’s interest, nor 
any of his friends, but was purely in the 
interest of Moulton, aud was made _ vol- 
untarily by Kingsley, believing they 
would all be involved in the conmmon ruin 
of the scandal. 

The committee said yesterday that 
Beecher’s black mail charges against 
Moulton were made only, as Beecher’s 
counsel reviewed the case very carefully 
and found that the charges rested on a 
basis susceptible of the clearest proof. 
The books of Moulton’s firm show en- 
tries Which go to prove the charges. ‘The 
firm cannot deny this. 

New York, August 19.—Moulton to- 
day told areporter he had left unfinished 
some important mereantile business in 
New England and had come home on 
purpose totake from its hiding place and 
lay before the public the original  state- 
ment which he prepared for the com- 
mittee of investigation. 

All the world knows,said Moulton,that 
my honor has been impugned and bya 
man who impugns his owninso doing, 
and I shall publish my statement in full, 
exactly as it was written at first. It is 
already in a printer’s hands, Moulton 
on being pressed to tell who that printer 
was and why he did not give it to the 
newspapers, replied that he wished the 
document to be correctly printed and 
the proofs to be carefully read and that 
there should be no possible discrepancy 
between the original and transcripts. All 
this would take time, he said, and his 
printer had promised him that everything 
should be ready in time for the statement 
to appear in the morning and evening 
journals of Saturday next.

the plaintiffs thirty dollars, was made on 
condition that if a certain sewing machine 
for which he alleges the note was given, 
did not give satisfaction to his wife, that 
the plaintiff would take it back. The 
general rule is that parol contemporane- 
ous evidence is inadmissible to contra- 
dict or vary the terms of a valid written 
instrument. New Code 3400. Parol 
evidence is inadmissible to add to, take 
from, or vary a written contract. New 
Code 2757. There is no ambiguity on the 
face of the note latent or patent, nor does 
it appear that any part of the contract was 
omitted from the note by fraud, accident 
or mistake. If the contract was condi- 
tional, as the defendant now’ seeks to 
prove by parol, then it should have been 
inserted in the note. There is no pre- 
tense that the defendant did not 
know the contents of the. paper 
which he signed, or that 
only a part of the contract was reduced 
to writing, by fraud, accidént on mis- 
take. The contract which he signed was 


an unconditional promise to pay the

WARNER C. J. 

It appears from the record in this case 
that an execution issuing from the Cir- 
cuit Court of the United States had been 
levied’on certain lands as the property of 
the defendant therein by the United States 
marshal, and advertised for sale in .the 
city of Atlanta on the first Tuesday in 
August 1873. It also appears that 
executions issuing from the State Court 
againstthe same defendant of younger 
datethan the} ederal Court ti. fa., were le- 
vied on the same property by the sheriff 
and advertised for sale at Dahlonega on 
the first Tuesday in August 1875, the last 
levy by the sheriff on the property, was 
made subsequent to the levy thereon by 
the United States marshal. The com- 
plainants§ filed their Dill | praying 
for an injunction Lo restrain 
the plaintitfs in the State 
fi. fas. from proceeding to sell 
the property on ihe same 
day under the levy made by the sheriff 
thereon subsequent to the seizure of the 
property by the United States marshal 
under process from the Federal Court. 
The injunction prayed fer was granted, 
and the property was sold 
by the marshal under the 
under the Federal Court fi. fa. After 
the sale of the property, the defendants 
in the bill answered the same, and moved 
the Court for a dissolution of the injunc- 
tion, which was granted by the Court, 


and thecomplainanis excepted The de 


fendants in their answer in the nature of

In our judgment, the Court below erred 
in dissolving the injunction restraining 
the sale of the property under the levy 
made by the sheriff on the State Court fi.

WARNER, C. J. 
This was an affidavit of illegality to an 
execution filed by the administrator of 
Greene M. Duke, deceased. The acd- 
ministrator alleged in his affidavit that the 
execution whieh had been levied on the 
property of his intestate, as he was 
advised and delieved, was proceeding 
illegally against dbe estate of his intestate 
because, neither the said Green M. Duke, 
deceased, nor the said Samuel G. Barnett 
(the other defendant yamed therein) ever 
had any notice of the pendency of the 
suit upon which the judgment was 
founded until execution jasued against 
them. The plaintiff demurred to the de- 
fendant’s affidavit, which deagurrer was 
sustained by the Court, and the defend- 
ant excepted. The only questiog made 
by the demurrer forthe judgmept of the 
Court, was whetherthe allegations ggp- 
tained in the affidavit were sufficient, yp-; 
der the law, to entitle the defendant to, 
have judgment in lis favor. The 3671st 
section of the New Code declares, ‘‘If the 
defendant has been served and does not 
appear, he may take advantage of the de- 
fect by affidavit of illegality, but if he 
has had his day in Court, he cannot go 
behind the judgment by an affidavit of 
illegality. Dothe allegations in the de- 
fendant’s affidavit deny the fact that he 
has had his day in Court in contempla- 
tion of the law’ If the defendant has been 
served in the manner prescribed by law, 
or acknowledges service, or if he appears 
and defends the suit, then he has xvtice 
of the pendency of the suit in contem- 
plation of the law, but when the defend- 
ant alleges that his intestate never had 
any notice of the pendency of the suit up- 
on which the judgment was founded un- 
til the execution was issued against him, 
he negatives the fact of service, or of bis 
appearance in Court to defend the suit. 
If the defendant’s intestate had no notice 
of the pendency of the suit until after 
judgment, then he has not had his day in 
Court in the sense of the law; and that 
is jst what the plaintiffs demurrer admits, 
and upon that admission the defendants 
were entitled to the judgment of the 
Court. ‘The Court could not legally con- 
sider the evidence contained in the record 
of the case in deciding the demurrer to 
the defendant's affidavit of ilegality. 
The evidence contained in the record 
would be admissible when the plaintiff 
joins issue with the defendants as to the 
truth of the allegations in the affidavit, 
The allegation that the defendants never 
had any notice of the pendency of the 
suit upon which the judgment was found- 
ed, until execution issued against them, 
is much more comprehensive than the 
allegation that the defendants had never 
been served with any process or declara- 
tion, as was the case of Cobb vs. Pitman, 
decided at July term, 1873, not yet re- 
ported. If the defendant had no notice 
of the pendency of the suit before the 
judgment was rendered, he has never had 
his day in Court in respect to that judg- 
ment. Let the judgment of the Court 
below be reversed.

WARNER, C. J. 

This was a bill filed by the complain- 
ants George W. Tuggle, William Tuggle, 
John B. Tuggle, Adam B. Tuggle and 
Anderson H. Tuggle, alleging that in 
1355 John Tuggle died intestate, leaving 
nis widow, Margaret Tuggle, the above 
named complainants, and six other named 
children as his heirs at law. That in 
1856 James Tuggle and Margaret le 
took out letters of adminisiration on the 
estate of John Tuggle, that James ‘Tug- 
vile, one of the administrators of John 
Tuggle, is dead, and that John W. Tug 
ele took out letters of administration on 
his estate. This bill is filed against John 
W. Tuggle, the administrator of James 
Tuggle, who was the administrator of 
Jolin Tuggle, and Margaret Tuggle the 
surviving administratrix of John Tuggle, 
alleging that two of the children of John 
Tuggle died “in minority,” and the 
prayer of the bill is that the defendants 
may be decreed to account for and pay 
over to the complainants their share of 
the estate of their two deceased brothers 
which they inherited from their father, 
John Tuggle, There was a demurrer to 
the bill for want of equity, which 
demurrer was sustained by the Court, 
and the complainants excepted. 
We find no error in the judgment of the 
Court in sustaining the demurrer to the 
complainants’ bill on the vague and im- 
perfect allegations contained therein. 
There is no allegation as to the age of W. 
Hi. and Harrison Tuggle at the time of 
their respective deaths. Whether the 
were of sufficient age to have made a will 
does not appear. The allegation is that 
they died “in minority,” but whether 
they died testate or intestate is not al- 
leged, and if we were to assume that th 
died intestate there is no sufficient obi 
gation why administration should not 
have been had on their respective estates. 
The allegations contained in the com- 
plainant’s bill are certainly too indefinite 
ail uncertain to authorize any Court to 
make a decree in respect to the rights 
claimed by them. Let the judgment of 
the Court below be affirmed.
